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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hirota et al. (US 
Patent No. 5,919,718). 

Example 10 of Hirota et al. anticipates the glass composition of instant claims 9, 10, 12- 
15, 17-20, 22 and 23. See Table 2, col's 9-10. 

The reference fails to disclose the properties recited in claims 11, 16, and 21, however, a 
glass's properties are determined by its composition, and the composition of the reference is 
identical to the presently claimed composition. For this reason, the claimed change in refractive 
index is presumed to be inherent to the glass of Hirota et al. See MPEP 2112. 

Claims 9-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Danielson et al. 
(US Patent No. 4,920,082). 

Examples 1-27 of Danielson et al. anticipate the glass composition of one or more of 
instant claims 9, 10, 12-15, 17-20, 22-25, 27-30, 32-35, 37 and 38. See Tables 1-3, col's 5-6. 

The reference fails to disclose the properties recited in claims 1 1, 16, 21, 26, 31, and 36, 
however, a glass's properties are determined by its composition, and the composition of the 
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reference is identical to the presently claimed composition. For this reason, the claimed change 
in refractive index is presumed to be inherent to the glass of Danielson et al. See MPEP 2112. 

Claims 9-11, 14-16, 19-21, 24-26, and 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kasori et al. (US Patent No. 4,418,985). 

Sample No's 1-20, 25-27, 29-46, 48-52, and 56-65 of Kasori et al. anticipate the glass 
composition of one or more of instant claims 9, 10, 14, 15, 19, 20, 24, 25, 29 and 30. See Tables 
1-10, col's 5-16. 

The reference fails to disclose the properties recited in claims 1 1, 16, 21, 26, 31, and 36, 
however, a glass's properties are determined by its composition, and the composition of the 
reference is identical to the presently claimed composition. For this reason, the claimed change 
in refractive index is presumed to be inherent to the glass of Kasori et al. See MPEP 2112. 

Claims 9-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Faulstich (US 
Patent No. 3,970,466). 

Faulstich discloses a glass composition having ranges of components that are sufficiently 
specific to anticipate the glass of instant claims 9, 10, 12-15, 17-20, 22-25, 27-30, 32-35, 37 and 
38. See the abstract and MPEP 2131.03. 

The reference fails to disclose the properties recited in claims 11, 16, 21, 26, 31, and 36, 
however, a glass's properties are determined by its composition, and the composition of the 
reference is identical to the presently claimed composition. For this reason, the claimed change 
in refractive index is presumed to be inherent to the glass of Faulstich. See MPEP 2112.
